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One-upmanship  —  as  it  is  practised 

on  the  third  floor 


It’s  an  unusual  place  to  find  it; 
but  we  must  report  a  definite; 
though  informal  hierarchy  among 
the  third  floor  swimmers  —  and  it 
by  no  means  depends  on  how  you 
get  a  crust  outside  the  club.

lour  happiest  sportscaster  is  one  who  has  left  the  arena 
following  an  exciting*  skillful  and  evenly  contested  sporting 
event  with  a  fast  approaching  copy  deadline  to  meet. 


Two  of  the  above  conditions  apply 
to  me  I  am  somewhat  of  a  sportscaster 
and  the  copy  deadline  I  have  to  meet  is 
rushing  at  me.  I  t  is  in  fact  a  calamitous 
collision  1  can’t  possibly  side-step.  The 
only  method  1  have  available  of 
recalling  the  last  great  handball 
contest  worthy  of  more  than  eight 
lines  would  be  to  check  the  files  of  past 
copies  of  TattersalFs  magazine. 

I  just  haven’t  the  time  needed  for 
this  mammoth  task,  lam  not  a  happy 
sportscaster. 

Its  not  because  of  a  lack  of  handball 
venues  where  epic  clashes  between 
the  giants  of  t  he  game  may  be  decided.

Top  sporting  journalist  Bert  Lillye  tells  a  story: 

Fil  Allotta  and  six  other  former  great  trainers  will  be  honoured  by  the  AJC 
at  Randwiek  on  August  18  when  each  will  have  a  race  named  after  him. 
Unfortunately'  Fil  is  the  only  one  of  the  seven  still  living;  but  what  great 
memories  their  names  revive  .  ,  .  Fred  Allsop,  Bill  Kelso,  Peter  Lawson,  Neil 
McKenna,  Cecil  Rolls,  George  Price  and  of  course  Fil  Allotta. 

Fil  gave  me  the  rough  end  of  his  tongue  the  first  time  we  met  on  a 
racecourse  and,  looking  back,  I  can  t  blame  him.  It  was  in  1940  when  Fil  had 
not  long  taken  out  his  trainer's  licence,  after  beginning  his  career  as 
apprentice  and  strapper  with  Frank  Marsden  whose  stables  w  ere  on  the  site 
that  is  now  Tom  Smith's  Tulloch  Lodge. 

Fil,  who  started  off  training  at  Kensington  racecourse,  had  two  useful  '  pot 
boilers"  in  Silver  Arbor  and  Black  Fern  whom  he  rode  at  trackwork.  The 


Army  moved  on  to  Kensington  racecourse  while  racing  and  training  were 
still  in  full-scale  operation, 

The  first  morning  we  moved  into  camp  there,  I  walked  over  to  watch  the 
horses  exercise.  Kensington,  in  those  days,  was  almost  as  busy  as  Randwiek. 
It  was  blowing  a  cold  wind  this  morning,  so  I  sheltered  behind  the  wall.  Fil 
came  past  on  Silver  Arbor.  If  I  had  leaned  out  I  could  have  touched  him. 

But  worse  happened.  Just  as  Silver  Arbor  drew'  level  with  the  box,  my 
giggle  jacket  got  caught  by  the  wind  and  blew  out.  Silver  Arbor  took  fright  and 
almost  unseated  Fil.  When  he  regained  his  balance  he  rode  back  and  tore 
strips  off  me. 

At  one  stage  I  was  Bert's  Sergeant  in  the  Army.  He  was  liked  by 
everyone  except  the  NCO’s  and  officers.  He  could  come  up  w  ith  the 
most  original  stories  and  excuses.  That's  why  he's  top  in  his  job 
today.  —  Ed.
